The administration moved to 
impose punitive tariffs on $1.08 bil- 
lion worth of Chinese goods before 
reaching agreement in a dispute 
involving theft of U.S. copyrights and 
patents, which at the time was the 
largest amount in trade sanctions ever 
threatened by the United States. One 
source said the target list against 
Japan would be slightly higher than 
the Chinese figure. 

The U.S. side is hoping the threat 
against Japan will work as well as the 
Chinese showdown. However, the 
Japanese have repeatedly said they 
will not be subjected to what they 
term unilaterally bullying.

Taxes can be payed late 
for a small fee, of course

As April 17 looms nearer, the 
Internal Revenue Service offers 
some options to tax filers unable to 
pay all of their taxes on the dead- 
line. 

Tax filers should pay as much as 
they can by April 17 and then 
immediately work out payment 
arrangements for the balance with 
the IRS, according to an IRS press 
release. 

Filers should inform the IRS of 
their intent to pay late by filling out 
Form 9465, “Installment Agreement 
Request,” stating their intent to 
make monthly payments on their tax 
bill and enclose it with their other 
income tax forms. 

Form 9465 was created two years 
ago because people thought they 
couldn’t file their:taxes without 
money, said Jan Hadley, IRS public 
affairs officer. 

“If you don’t have the money, file 
anyway,” she said. 

Hadley said the IRS is trying to let 
people know that it can work. 

“We understand that people have 
financial difficulties,” she said. 

Nearly | million people paid their 
taxes late last year using Form 9465, 


Hadley said. 

A drawback to late payments is a 
$43 fee, which will be charged for 
arranging the late payment plan, and 
a 16 percent rate of interest accrued 
on the taxes yet to be paid, she said. 

However, the interest rate fluctu- 
ates and is re-evaluated quarterly 
based on the federal rate, she said. 

The IRS recommends people not 
willing to pay the interest and fee 
look for other ways to get. the 
money, before the tax deadline. 

“Tt might by worthwhile for a tax- 
payer to look into borrowing the 
money,” Hadley said. : 

The IRS recommends making 
checks out to the “Internal Revenue 
Service” to ensure credit is given to 
taxpayers. 

Form 9465 can be obtained at IRS 
offices or by calling 1-800-TAX- 
FORM. 

Those who need more information 
on extended time to file tax returns 
or arranging to pay taxes late can 
call 1-800-829-3676 for a free copy 
of “Your Federal Income Tax.” 

So far the IRS has received nearly 
68 million returns and has issued 
$47 billion in refunds, with the aver- 
age refund being $1,087, up 6 per- 
cent from last year, according to 
IRS reports.

The existence of the National 
Endowment for the Arts is threatened 
as Republicans whittle away at the 
national debt. 

Over the next few months, Congress 


‘will decide whether to deny NEA 


reauthorization. If they deny reautho- 
rization then Congress can deny fund- 
ing and the agency will be eliminated. 

As part of the Republican’s Contract 
with America, $5 million has already 
been cut from the NEA’s $167 mil- 
lion budget. Members of the House 
and Senate debate how to allocate the 
$5 million reduction in the committee 
to resolve differences in the House 
and Senate. The House wants to elim- 
inate individual grants to artists, while 
the Senate wants to let the NEA 
decide where to cut back, said Karen 
Nelson, of NEA’s public communica- 
tions. 

In an earlier appearance before a

House subcommittee, Jane Alexander, 
the chair of the NEA, said in defense 
of individual grants: “Excellence in 
the arts at its highest levels includes 
the works of individuals.

Times, Paul Richter said some 
Republicans might be willing to reau- 
thorize the NEA “if the agency elimi- 
nated direct grants to individual artists 
and if it stressed bringing art to art- 
deprived areas.” 

The Republican Congress has 
apptoved $17.1 billion in cuts to 
domestic spending as part of their 
Contract with America. Republicans 
want to cut an additional $100 billion 
over the next five years. 

“We've got 73 new House mem- 
bers who’ve got no allegiance to these 
programs and who think anything 
done in the past is wrong,” said Rick 
Jerue, an aide to Rep. Pat Williams, 
D-Mont., to Washington Times 
reporters. 


NEA’s future is in Congress’ hands 


Republican aides told the Los 
Angeles Times that Republican lead- 
ership plans to press forward with its 
campaign to fight for elimination of 
the agency. 

Currently, there are no reauthoriza- 
tion hearings scheduled for the NEA 
in the House. If the NEA is not reau- 
thorized by September 30, which is 
the end of Fiscal Year 1995, funding 
of the NEA will cease. 

Instead of voting to eliminate the 
NEA, “the Republican strategy is 
simply to ignore the authorization 
process and go straight to appropria- 
tion,” one congressional aide told C. 
Carr of Village Voice. “Then (they 
will) simply not appropriate and let 
programs die in that fashion.”

Provo Mayor George Stewart 
addressed BYU student concerns 
about housing, parking, accidents and 
crime, Thursday, and said he “could 
not be more pleased” with the rela- 
tionship between Provo and BYU. 

The mayor’s question-and-answer 
session was the first installment of the 
Provo City Relations Task Force, 
BYUSA’s drive to increase communi- 
cation between the city and BYU stu- 
dents. 

“We are what we are because Provo 
is a college town,” Stewart said. “A 
lot of pluses come from living in a 
university town.” 

Nearly one-third of BYU students 
are registered voters. Stewart said 
they make up the largest voting block 
in the community. 

Yet, before the creation of the task 
force project, the students have not 
had a direct say in government affairs, 
said Brady Southwick, 23, a political 
science major who is leading the 
BYUSA task force. 

Stewart said BYU students con- 
tribute to the financial community 
significantly. 

Of the $9 million Provo nets in sales

tax each year, BYU is the second 
largest contributor after Sam’s Club. 
He said the BYU Bookstore is one of 
the largest retail stores in Provo. 

BYU also contributes to Provo’s 
revenues from utility payments. 

“Never let anyone tell you BYU 
does not pay its own way,” Stewart 
said. “That is just not true.” 

Profits from the city’s utilities run 
about $4 million, of which about 
$600,000 comes from BYU directly. 

Currently, 39 percent of Provo hous- 
ing is owner-occupied and the 
remaining 61 percent is rented. 

“The housing situation is out-of-bal- 
ance,” said Stewart, addressing the 
cause of many headaches for housing- 
hunters. 

The mayor also said married hous- 
ing is “desperately needed.” 

“The only way the rent will come 
down is if the supply is increased,” 
Stewart said. “But, I fear the supply 
will never catch up with the demand.” 
‘Despite the escalating rents, Stewart 
said Provo will never instigate rent 
controls. 

He cited a Salt Lake Tribune arti- 
cle’s report that Provo is “creating 
jobs at a faster clip than any other 
U.S. city,” and said housing is in 
great demand because a lot of people 


want to move here. 

Stewart is in favor of a fit premise 
regulation and said the city has an 
obligation to ensure housing is fit to 
live in. 

“Students living in sub-standard 
housing are afraid to say anything for 
fear they will be kicked out,” he said. 

Provo council member Jane Carlisle 
said the fit premise legislation has 
been very controversial. 

“Any issue has pros and cons, and 
fit premise can protect landlords. and 
renters,” Carlisle said. “In time, we 
can create an ordinance not so contro- 
versial.” 

Parking is another “very serious 
problem” the mayor addressed. 

Several students inquired about 
crosswalk safety problems. 

“We are pro-active about the pedes- 
trian safety campaign,’ Stewart ‘said. 
“When you step off the curb, legally, 
the cars have to stop.” 

He said the city has hired 10 new 
police officers and will: now have 
zone patrolling so students should 
expect to see a major difference. 

The number of tickets has increased, 
the mayor said. 

“I do not apologize for that,” 
Stewart added. “People should have 
to obey the law.”

The club provides community ser- 
vices like giving Christmas baskets to 
the needy. 

Smith, owner of Alfonzo Clothiers, 
is active in the community as presi- 
dent of La Alianza Latina para el 
Progreso, or The Latin Alliance for 
Progress. 

The Governor’s Council, composed 
of 13 members, was formed in 1974 
to provide a voice for Hispanic inter- 
ests, said Lorena Riffo, director of the 
Governor’s Office of Hispanic 
Affairs.

American TV 
abandoned for 
Brazilian shows

By abandoning American television 
programs such as “Dallas,” Brazil’s. 


national media has become more pop- 


ular to its citizens, said BYU commu- 
nications professor Joseph Straubhaar, 
who spoke on the globalization of 
media and culture and the way this 
applies to Brazil in Thursday’s Luso- 
Brazilian Lecture. The lecture was 
sponsored by the David M. Kennedy 
Center for International Studies. 
Straubhaar studied American media 
influence in Brazil, he said. Ten to fif- 
teen years ago cultural imperialism 


-was.a strong force. The U.S. media 


dominated the rest of the world, par- 
ticularly in the area of entertainment. 

“Half of the media viewed was 
imported from other countries,” 
Straubhaar said. “Most of this came 
from America.” ; 

Straubhaar found this trend chang- 
ing in Brazil contrary to popular 
beliefs, he said. 

“American influence is decreasing, 
and Brazil is nationalizing its televi- 
sion,” Straubhaar said. “‘Dallas’ 
flopped badly and the Brazilian soaps 
flourished.” 

The rotation toward nationally pro- 
duced television programs has grown, 
Straubhaar said. Over the years, more 
American television has come in, but 
viewing has decreased. 

“What the Brazilian audience really 
wanted was Brazilian television,” 
Straubhaar said. “People really do 
prefer their own television.” 

Brazil’s shift from a predominately 
American television market took 
place when Brazilians first began to 
synthesize American programs with 
their own, Straubhaar said. Brazilian 


advertising agencies adapted 
American network models to fit their 
product. 


“They would Brazilianize it,” 
Straubhaar said. 

Straubhaar said this was made possi- 
ble because of Brazil’s economic 
growth and technology. 

While certainly an optimistic model, 
Brazil’s media is not necessarily 
ideal, Straubhaar said. 

“The coverage of the 1989 elections 
shows ... the political control over the 
media,’ Straubhaar said. “Brazilian 
media has been politically manipulat- 
ed quite a bit.”

Library taking 
food for fines | 
to help needy

The Harold B. Lee Library is giving 
to those in need while also helping 
students by accepting food for fines 
starting Monday and extending 
through April 22 at the circulation 
desk. 

For every item of food students 
bring in, $1 will be taken off their 
library fine. Items of higher value can 
reduce fines more than a dollar. 

“If they want to bring in more 
expensive items we can reduce their 
fine $1 for every dollar they spend, 
but they must have their receipts with 
them,” said Linda Udy, library circu- 
lation desk manager. 

All proceeds will be donated to the 
Food arid Care Coalition of Utah 
Valley, formerly known as Utah 
County Food and Shelter Coalition. 

“We need it desperately,” said 
Dellene Grasmick, Food and: Care 
Coalition kitchen supervisor. 
“Donations drop off drastically after 
the holidays, and right now we are 
totally out of canned fruit, soups and 
other items. We are not with the food 
bank so we rely on service projects 
like this one with BYU.” 

The coalition serves three meals 
Monday through Friday, two meals on 
Saturday and one on Sunday. Food 
donations are also distributed through 
food boxes prepared for low-income 
families and those struggling just to 
get by. 

“There is a great need for food 
donations in our valley,’ said Brent 
Crane, Food and Care Coalition exec- 
utive director. 

“Last year we served about 50,660 
meals with an average of 150 to 200 
people a day.” 

The Crisis Nursery, another service 
offered by the Food and Care 
Coalition, uses the donations as well. 
The nursery takes care of and feeds 
children under 8 years old. 

“Kids come in and I’ve often won- 
dered if they were getting enough 
food or eating right,” said Nicole Udy, 
Food and Care Coalition volunteer. 
“Often the first question the kids 
would ask is, ‘Are we going to eat?’” 

This is the first year the library is 
implementing the food for fines pro- 
ject. Depending on student response, 
the project will be evaluated for future 
years. Those without fines are also 
welcome to participate.

Orton to seek views in wilderness forum, 
include county in feedback of land use

Rep. Bill Orton will host Utah County’s meeting on 
wilderness designation Saturday at the Provo County 
Building, 125 E. Center St., from 1:30 to 5 p.m. in room 
L-700. 

The discussion will center on how many acres of Utah’s 
public lands will be designated as federal wilderness lands. 
The other counties’ proposals, which totaled about | mil- 
lion acres, will be reviewed. 

Orton, Rep. Enid Waldholtz and Rep. Jim Hansen have 
proposed that 1.9 million acres be designated as wilder- 
ness. Conservationists argue that is not sufficient. The 
alternate proposal is 5.7 million acres, or about 10 percent 
of the state. 

The 1964 Wilderness Act states that designated wilder- 
ness is land devoted for the “use and enjoyment of the 
American people” in a way to “leave them unimpaired for 
future use and enjoyment.” 

The meeting will give Provo residents an opportunity to 
- give their views on wilderness, Utah County 
ummissioner Gary Herbert said. Each person will be 
2iven a time limit and can read statements or state their 
opinion on wilderness. 

The meeting resulted, at least in part, from citizen’s 
phone calls requesting that Utah County be included in the

process. 

The comniissioner’s office recorded 13 calls, Sheila 
Hanson, at the commissioner’s office said. 

Members of Utah’s Republican congressional delegation 
and Gov. Mike Leavitt scheduled five meetings in different 
parts of the state, according to a letter from the governor. 
They hope to have the bill introduced in Congress by June 
1. 

However, during his visit to BYU, Orton said the time 
frame is an optimistic one. Six months may not be enough 
time. 

Utah County was not included in the original plan, but 
Orton decided on a special meeting for Provo. 

Waldholtz also scheduled an alternate meeting in Salt 
Lake City. 

“He’s got to convince people his mind isn’t made up,” 
Herbert said concerning the Provo meeting. 

Mark Clemens of the Sierra Club said during the last 
meeting Orton held, there were only 20 minutes for public 
input. 

“Orton’s not at a loss for words too often,” Herbert said. 
But Herbert calls it a “good faith effort” to get people’s 
input. 

“Those who .,. fully understand Mr. Orton’s reasonable 
and intelligent solution to the wilderness debate are wel- 
come to provide us with feedback,” said Joel Lawson, 
Orton’s aide in Washington.
